3 inches high and ?8 feet 1 inch broad. 
Tho parapot is both crenelated and 
tbopholecl. and the towers- arc pierced 
for the discharge of some .projectile. 
From any elevated site the scenery 
woll repay one for the trouble of 
ascent; clear streams are seen me- 
andering down, the passes, while on 
every side, and looming far in the 
distance are a succession of brown 
hilltops, with small patches only un- 
der cultivation. Droves of pack-nssos 
are secu going and returning, the 
former unladen; and the latter bring- 
ing a small kind of brushwood, which 
the boarders burn instead of the millet- 
stock in use on the plains, while in 
wild abundance are scattered innu- 
merable ash, poplar,'and fire trees. 
Offshoots branch out from the wall in 
occasional places. 
For their con- 


struction it is difficult in every case to 
assign a reason. Tho little town Lo- 
wan Eu is completely encircled by one, 
and on the opposite a 'double wall 
winds upward with the portions in 
rionrly parallel lines. 


A visit the following day to the pass 


of Cha-pow, distant about twenty-one 
lee from that of Lo-wan, confirmed 
our surmise that in the erection of the 
wall tho contractors (if such there 
were) availed themselves to any ex- 
lent of tho building materials closest 
n,t hand. We noticed several guns, 
most of which were partially imbedded 
in tho earth .of rubble forming the 
center of the wall; one bore fin in- 
scription recording that it was cast in 
Hie reign of Wan Leo, the last Em- 
povor of the Ming dynasty. 
• It roust, 


therefore, have been upward of two 
hundred and sixty years old; and was 
evidently fashioned after a European 
m.idel. A great many of the towers 
wore in. a decayed state, and the in- 
terior of some of them having been 
cleared of debris, were converted into 
gardens and granaries. — Once a Week.

Civil vs. Military Law. 


It has long bean a mooted question 


how fiw a civil tribunal of the Uiiited 
States could lake cognizance of a crim- 
inal offense by a soldier or sailor in 
the service of the Government. A man 
named Stone, a private of the Twenty- 
third infanlry, was convicted by n. 
military court-martial of malicious 
falsehood, and sentenccti to two years' 
hard Jabor in the military prison. Ono 
day ho made a great rush for liberty, . 
but was closely pursued, and, after he 
had been repeatedly, ordered ', to halt, n 
sergeant named Clark shot him dead. 
Clark was indicted and tried before a, 
United States court, and the outcome' 
of the matter was that he was dis- 
charged upon the ground that the 
court had jurisdiction to discharge 01 
convict the prisoner, because the law 
military in no way interferes with1 the 
civil or municipal law of the,, .concf/, 
and, 
second, that while in tlio civil 


law the-killing 6f an escaping felon it 
justifiable, the killing of a fugitive 
guilty of a misdemeanor only is not 
justifiable, yet the principle must hot 
be too narrowly construed; and, 
whereas, in this case, the killing is 
done in good faith and without malice, 
in the performance of a duty incident 
to military law, the court will, if the 
discretion of (lie prisoner has been in- 
telligently exercised, not hold him foi 
•muffler.'— C/tt'eggq Newa.

The Moon Eclipse. 


A total eclipse of the moon will occur 


next Sunday night. It will begin at 
10:20 o'clock and end at 2 o'clock, the 
maximum totality being at midnight. 
There will be no special features of in- 
terest connected therewith,as it is merely 
the recurrence of the eclipse that is visi- 
ble from this earth at the end of every 
eighteen years and ten days. The earth's 
shadow at the moon is 6,000 miles in 
diameter, coining to an apex and form- 
ing a conical mass of darkness at a dis- 
tance of 860,000 miles. A lunar eclipse 
is of little importance in astronomical 
circles, as it affords no basis for valuable 
calculation as does a solar eclipse, and 
the one on Sunday night, as do all others, 
only affords a sight that goes no further 
than to satisfy curiosity.

AUSTRIA'S 
DIPLOMACY. 


How It Has Frequently managed to Trl« 


umi>h Over War. 


There is no story in the history oi 


tho world more remarkable than that 
of Austria. 
It is the history of tho tri- 


umph of diplomacy ovor war and yet 
of a diplomacy dependent always for 
its power on a certain kind of military 
strength. 
To us it seems that thougTi 


undoubtedly tho heterogeneous char- 
actor of tho monarchy, which has al- 
ways 
weakened 
its 
armies, 
is 


more 
apparent 
on 
the sur- 


face than over, yet that, in a contest 
with Russia wlncli should take place a 
year or two lienco, Austria would be 
practically strongerlhan she has been 
at any time in her history. 
The Aus- 


trian armies have probably sustained 
more defeats than any other troops in 
Europe, yet over and again she has 
bocomo tho decisive power, whose in- 
ihionce, thrown into Hie scalo, has de- 
tcrminud tlio isaun of victorious war. 


It was her union with the allies thai 


proved fatal to Napoleon in 1813. Her 
unions with us during tho campaigns 
of Marlborotigh is connected with 
some of tho most glorious periods of 
our own military history. The power 
of recuperation which she has again 
and again shown afterdefeat has beeu 
marvelous. It is no doubt due to the fact 
that her population, almost entirely 
agricultural, has always furnished a 
vast supply of hardy, healthy soldiers; 
while the masses of her rural folk 
have, 
despite the socialism of the 


towns, been loss disposed toward rev- 
olutionary changes than any others in 
Europe. Patriotism, except in Hun- 
gary, is no doubt difficult" for the In- 
habitants of tho agglomerated empire. 
It is hard to know toward what na> 
tion their patriotism should be felt 
Nevertheless, the loyal of many races 
—the Tyrolese, for instance—and gen- 
erally an attachment to the royal 
house, if it does not supply all the 
motive power which armies need, save 
Austria from many of tho risks which 
some of her neighbors »iin 
Black-
